FINANCIAL. 

The Result of the Demonetization of 
Silver---A Prophecy Being Fulfilled 
---The Crime of 1873 Graph- 
ically Explained. 

Kight years ago I delivered a speech 
at Duluth, (Oct. 7, 1885], in which I 
made the following prophecy: 

“The human family is iacreasing at 
a tremendous rate, and the business 
and commerce of the world are increas 
ing in like proportion; but all prices 
are fixed by a metal (gold) steadily 
rising in value from its increasing 
scarcity, and which, by its additional 
purchasing power, sends all other 
things in the world on a down grade. 

“The world is dealing on a constantly 
falling market; this arrests production, 
enforces idleness, increases discontent, 
and puts a steadily increasing strain on 
all forms of government. If the process 
continues the end of this century will 
be as stormy and revolutionary as was 
the fatal close of the last century.” 

Our prophecy is rapid!y being ful- 
filled. 

All Europe and America are suffering 
from discontent and turbulence; all 
enterprise is crippled; commerce is 
largely bankrupt; Russia is honey- 
combed with nihilism ; in Germany the 
radical elements have defeated the 
government on the army bill; in Bel- 
gium the laboring men have, by insur- 
rection, forced universal suffrage from 
the hands of the ruling class; in the 
United States the red lights of danger 
blaze at a hundred points; millions are 
unemployed; another Black Friday 
culminated the other day in Wall 
street, and stocks fell about 75 per cent. 
In the meantime Cleveland propozesto 
call Congress together, just as Louis 
XVI assembled the tiers etat before the 
great revolution; and every thought- 
ful man looks forward with apprehen 
sion to the coming of the hot weather 
—the month of July—the season of po- 
litical convulsions. 

The Democrats obtained power un- 
der the pretence that the cause of all 
the public woes was the McKinley bill; 
and now their intelligent leaders are 
afraid to call Congress together and 
repeal the McKinley bill. If they had 
been in earnest they would have sum- 
moned an extra session for the 4th of 
March last, instead of letting the pco 
ple be plundered for six months longer. 
But the McKinley biil is but a small 
part of the nation’s troubles. Cleve- 
Jand is treating his patient for measles 
when he really hasconsumption. The 
true disease was stated by me in that 
speech, at Duluth, eight years ago. 
The operation of great laws is as in- 
flexible as death. 

The demonetization of silver was in- 
tended, by the conspirators who en- 
gineered it and bought it through the 
different governments, to reduce the 
amount of metalic money in the world 
cne-half; to double their own fortunes 
by reducing the mass of mankind to 
pauperism. In consequence of the re- 
sistance made by tre United States the 
scheme did not perform its full and 
perfect work ; but itreduced the world’s 
money about thirty-three per cent., 
and proportionately curtailed the 
world’s prosperity. 

The owners of the silver mines of 
this country insisted on the remone 
tization of silver; and, as a ‘‘tub to the 
whale,” the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Congressmen threw them the 
Sherman act; which provided for the 
purchase of four million dollars’ worth 
of silver bullion every month, at the 
market price, This did not raise the 
price of silver, but it gave the miners 
a market for the product of their 
mines. Without such a law silver 
would not to-day be worth over twenty- 
five cents on the dollar; the purchas- 
ing power of gold would be increased 
to 75 per cent. above par, and the value 
of all property would be decreased at 
the same rate. Now it is asserted that 
Mr. Cleveland, in obedience to Wall 
street, is using the federal patronage 
to coerce Democratic Senators and 
representatives, especially from the 
West, into voting for the repeal of the 
Sherman act. If he succeeds he will 
plunge the whole world into incalcul- 
able distresses, culminating in univer- 
sal revolution. The plutocracy is fol- 
lowing precisely in the steps of the 
Slaveocracy of 1861, They will con- 
tinue their aggressions until blood 
flows inared and mighty flood, that 
will sweep them out of existence; while 
revolution will recast all forms of 
government, with new guaranties for 
the safety and prosperity of mankind. 

Mr. Cleveland knows, and every man 
with a grain of sense knows, that silver 
fell in price because it was denied free 
coinage in Europe and America; and 
that to restore the price we have but 
to restore the free coinage. When the 





owner of silver bullion can exchange it 


our mints for coin worth one hundred 

cents on the dollar, it follows, of cour:e, 

that he will not stop, on his way to the 

mints, to sell it, to some smart Aleck, 

for sixty cents, or any sum less than 

one hundred cents, The monumental 

ass who would sell a thing for less than 

he could get for it, never, in the due 

course of nature, will have any silver 

bullion, or anything else of value, to 

sell. If then free coinage will make 

silver worth one hundred cents on the 

dollar in the United States it will at 

once be worth one hundred cents in 

Europe. Why? Because Europe does 

not produce one twenty-eighth part of 

the silver crop of the world; while it 

imports thirty odd millions annually 

from the United States. Europe pro- 

duces $7,016,314 of silver every year, 

while the United States in 1890 mined 

$70,485,714, and Mexico, the next larg 

est producer, mined $50,000,000. Hence 
the United States and Mexico put forth 
$120,000,000 in 1890 against Furope’s 
$7,0.0,000. If now, when Europe comes 
to our ports to buy silver, it finds the 
white metal is worth 100 cents on the 
dollar, because it is exchangeable for 
i00 cents on the dollar, it would have 
to pay 100 cents on the dollar or go 
without. Nothing is clearer than that 

But it cannot go without. Silver, as 
subsidiary coin, is the money of the 
common people of Europe; the money 
in which wages are paid and food 
bought. The owner of Mexican silver 
bullion will not pass by the doors of 
the U. S. mints, when he can get 100 
cents, and slip his silver to Europe to 
sell it for 60 cents. Themoment silver 
is worth 10 cents on the dollar in the 
United States it is worth 100 cents on 
the dollar all over the world. The 
passage, by Congress, of a free coinage 
act, of two lines, would solve the whole 
financial problem, release the people 
from the grip of the money kings, and 
produce universal prosperity. Why 
will Mr. Cleveland not help to bring 
about this result? Simply because Wall 
street—the money power—the Plutoc- 
racy—own and control both the old 
parties, and will not permit the peop!a 
to ‘‘go free.” In our corrupt conditions 
and degenerate times national politics 
co tuot be carried on without immense 
supplies of money for campaign ex- 
penses; and these cannot obtained from 
the struggling, impoverished multi- 
tudes; they must com> from the great 
money centres, where the plunderers 
of the people congregate—and the 
chiefest of these centers of robbery is 
Wall street. 

In the meantime the western Demo 
crats and western Republicans are gct 
ting their eyes open. They begin to 
understand the horrible game which is 
being played, of which they are them- 
selves the spoil and the victims. They 
are to be held quiet, by appeals to party 
pride and party fidelity, while their 
possessions are stripped from them, to 
enrich strangers and foreigners. The 
whole land is in turmoil; and men are 
thinking harder and deeper than they 
ever thought before in the course of 
their lives. Let us hope that the path 
of suffering will lead to the redemption 
of mankind from the grip of the new 
slaveocrats. But, in the meantime, let 
all true reformers stand firm. The 
night is passing away.

A well known writer has an interest 
ing article in the Cosmopolitan Maga- 
zine for June, intitled ‘‘The Deserted 
Homes of New England.” He says: 
‘Wor the last forty years or over, the 
farm population of New England has 
been decreasing. Even the valley towns 
in close proximity to railroads and city 
markets show a depletion, and unoc- 
cupied houses can be found along the 
finest of our villege streets. As you 
move back from. the larger places and 
the railroads into the hills, the aban- 
doned homes are found on every road- 
way, and many town have lost half 
their inhabitants.” 

The writer attributes it to several 
causes, but the real cause is the con- 
traction of the currency and robbery. 
We have no patience with the theory 
that it is ‘‘ because farm life is not at- 
tractive.” As long as farmers can get 
fair prices for their products they will 
not leave the farms or emigrate to new 
sections to any great extent. 











PENNSYLVANIA MORTGAGES. 


Pennsyivania is a great State. She 
is great agriculturally, great in manu- 
facturing and in commerce. Her coal 
mines alone furnish employment to 
many thousands of people, and her 
iron mines are famous all over the 
world. Her farmsare highly improved, 
equal to any in America. The popula- 
tion is mainly Quakers and Dutch, the 
most industrious and frugal people 
anywhere. The State has many large 
cities and markets in her borders, and 
nearby are the great cities of Wash- 
ington, Baltimore, Wilmington, Cin 
cinnati, New York end many smaller 
cities. She also is great in mortgages. 

In 1880 Pennsylvania people made 
mortgages on real estate to the amount 
of $92,045,674. In 1886 $186,642,124 
worth of mortgages were recorded— 
nearly double the amount. In 1888, 
$194,839,253 worth of mortgages were 
recorded. From 1880 to 1890 a total of 
one million, thirty eight thousand, six 
hundred and eight mortgages were 
executed on real estate, making in all 
$1,336,037,437, more than one and a 
third billion of dollars, or nearly one- 
half as much as the late war cost. On 
the first of January, 1890, the existing 
debts amounted to $613,105,802. The 
per capita indebtedness of the State is 
$117, or about $600 to each family, be- 
ing more than any Southern State re- 
ported, and more than any Northern 
States reported except Kansas, Ne- 
braska and Massachusetts. In propor- 
tioa to taxable value of the property, 
Pennsylvania is nearly twice as much 
in debt as Alabama and more than 
twice as much as Tennessee. 

Thus we are demonstrating that the 
cotton States are not suffering like 
other sections and local causes are not 
t» blame for the ruin that contraction 
and robbery are bringing on the people. 
THE PROGRESSIVE FARMER is taking 
the wind out of the political saiis in 
this matter and our readers are storing 
these facts away. 

Pennsylvania has only a little over 
five times as large a population as South 
Carolina and her debts are about one 
hundred and thirty times as much. 
Divide 180 by 5, which goes 26 times, 
and we find that the great people of 
the great State of Pennsylvania are 
about 26 times as much in debt as the 
people of South Carolina

ANOTHER AWFUL DISASTER, 


Friday another great tragedy was 
played on the American stage. Ford’s 
old theater in Washington City, which 
was being used by the government for 
storing war records and, for offices, 
collapsed, killing twenty-five persons 
and wounding about fifty, several of 
them fatally. It will be remembered 
that this theater was where J. Wilkes 
Booth assassinated President Lincoln in 
1865. The building had been con- 
demned as unsafe many years ago, 
but was propped up and kept from 
falling. The government or somebody 
ought to be held responsible, it seems. 

At present excavations were being 
made for the purpose of putting in an 
electric plant. It is supposed that 
some portions of the foundation was 





undermined. Only the front portion 


of the floors gave way. At the time 
534 persons were employed in the 
building. All in the offices in the front 
part of the building were either killed 
or badly injured. A cordon of police 
were put around the building and two 
companies of United States troops were 
goon there to aid in keeping the crowd 
back. Within an hour the entire city 
knew of the terrible accident. Every 
physician and surgeon volunteered 
their services. In a very short time 
most of the debris was cleared and the 
crushed dead and wounded were car. 
ried away inambulances. The weep- 
ing reatives of the hundreds of em 
ployes in the building were soon on the 
ground and were kept back with diffi 
culty 

As usual in such accidents many 
narrow escapes are reported. Some of 
the clerks were standing or sitting on 
the part of the floor that gave way 
and by jumping at once were not 
thrown into the death trap. Many 
were burried in brick and timber, but 
when rescued were still living and 
most of them will recover.

The Commercial 
and Second Ward banks were crowded 
today with depositors in the savings 
departments who are giving notice in 
order that at the end of thirty or sixty 
days, which ever it is according tolaw 
in their case, they will wivhdraw their 
savings. 

CuHicaao, June 6 —The Grant lo:o- 
motive works made a voluntary as 
signment this afternoon. The assets 
are stated at $1,100,000; liabilities 
$440,000. 

DEFIANCE, O , June 6.—The Andrew 
Suer Savings bank has failed. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—The Samuel 
¥. Prince steam marble works here 
and at Rutland, Vt, have failed, with 
liabilities of $100,000, 

MaNITtowoc, Wis., June 6.—The 
State bank at this place closed its doors 
this morning. The liabilities will prob- 
ably be very heavy. 
Cuicaco, June 5.—The State Bank 
of Commerce, having offices on the 
ground floor of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance temple, experienced a 
heavy run this afternoon. It started 
just before noon with the appearance 
of some thirty or forty depositors. The 
news spread like wild fire and within 
halfan hour thelobby was filled with an 
excited crowd of men and women who 
tore and crushed in order to get with- 
in the glass doors. Thescene attracted 
over 1,000 of the general public, and 
the throng increased to such propor- 
tions that it was necessary to summon 
several policomen, who admitted the 
frenzied crowd one by one as fast as 
the head of the line received their 
money. 

Cuicaao, June 5.—The private bank 
owned by Meadowcraft Brothers, No. 
100 Dearborn street, failed this morn- 
ing. At 10 o’clock a notice was at- 
tached to the closed doors of the bank 
bearing this inscription: ‘This bank 
is in the hands of Lyman E. Crandall, 
receiver, by order of the Superior 
Court.” 

Arun was also started on the Dime 
Savings bank at No. 704 Washington 
street this afternoon. This institution 
has deposits aggregating $600,000, and 
among its directors are Col. Robert C. 
Clowry, Vice-President of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and ex- 
Senator C. B. Farwell. President 
Bailey of the bank says he has a dollar 
and a half for every dollar deposited, 
but the greater part of the money is 
tied up in securities. He does not know 
how long the bank can stand the run, 
but expects to pullthrough. The bank 
has a capital stock of $100,000 and a 
surplus of $50,000. 

There wasa run on the Hibernian 
bank, one of the largest savings insti- 
tutions in thecountry. The depositors 
were paid off at the rate of thirty a 
minute. The deposits amount to $3,- 
500,000, and the officers of the bank 
believe they can stand the run. 

The run on the Prairie State Savings 
bank, which started Saturday, was re- 
sumed this morning.

BANK ROBBERS CORRALLED, 


The Bentonville Bandits Surrounded by 
a Posse of Deputy Marshals, 


BENTONVILLE, Ark., June 7.—F'armer 
Stone, who was wounded by the bank 
robbers Monday, is stiil alive, but there 
are no hopes for his recovery. 

After three engagements with the 
robbers, in which the sheriff’s posse was 
worsted, the party returned. The pur- 
suing party lost five horses, killed in 
the second fight, and six others 
wounded, 

Mayor Patton and a farmer named 
Grimsly continued the pursuit and 
came upon the dead body of one of the 
bandits just across the line in the Na- 
tion. He was about thirty years of 
age, and had been stripped of all marks 
of identity. 

The bandits are thought to be the 
remnant of the old Starr gang. 

United States Marshal Copeland, 
with a strong poses of deputies, inter- 
cepted the robbers after they got into 
the Nation, and an effort is being made 
to extermine the entire gang. 

They were corralled in a came of 
bushes at nightfall last night and there 
is no escape for them.

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HEALTH NOTES FOR THE PEOPLE 
rom the N.C. Board of Health---Quar- 
antine and Disinfection 

Mr. Epiror:—We are seriously 
threatened during the coming sum 
mer with an invasion of the most 
‘dreaded of all the contagious and in 
fectious diseases—cholera. 

In fighting that class of diseases, 
while cleanliness of the premises is of 
the highest importance and should 
never be overlooked—a duty, by the 
way, that you should attend to at 
once if you have not already done so, 
now that warm weather has set in, and 
repeatedly and regularly hereafter— 
nothing is at all comparable in results 
to the prompt and complete separation 
of the sick from the well, and the 
thorough disinfection of everything 
used by the patient. A complete ap- 
plication of these principles would nip 
in the bud every epidemic; indeed 
there could be no epidemics. The ma 
chinery for carrying them out has been 
provided in the ‘‘Act Relating to the 
Board of Health,” passed by the last 
legislature, but it is a well known fact 
that no law can be successfully admin- 
istered unless it is supported by public 
opinion. I therefore desire, very brief 
ly, to call attention to certain parts of 
it which particularly require the co- 
operation of the people for whose bene- 
fit it was passed, and to show why it is 
to their interest to give it their cordial 
support. 

Most people know the value to health 
of cleanliness of person, premises, food 
and drink, but not so many are famil- 
iar with the great importance of astrict 
quarantine or isolation of those sick of 
infectious diseases, and more especial 
ly the necessity fer the disinfection of 
the patient and his effects after his re- 
covery. Asnothing is so convincing 
as facts, I will give some of the results 
obtuined in the State of Michigan, 
where sanitary regulations are carried 
out certainly as well as, if not better, 
than anywhere‘else in this country: 
The number of deaths, from scarlet 
fever in that State before the Board of 
Health undertook its restriction was 
4 85 for every 10,000 inhabitants—after 
2 45; of small pox before, .85 per 10,000 
—after, .19. One of the diagrams tobe 
exhibited by that Board at the Colum- 
bian Exposition ‘‘indicates the lives 
saved: from scarlet fever, 7,265; from 
small-pox, 1,921, and from typhoid 
fever, 1,671.” The administration of 
health laws even in Michigan is still 
very, very far from perfect, and yet 
see the great saving of life brought 
about by their partial application. 
What has begn done there can be done 
here—and ought to be done, every one 
must admit. 

The following are the extracts from 
the law referred to: 


. ro. 9. Inland quarantine shall be 
- under the control of the county super- 
intendent of health, who shall see that 
diseases especially dangerous to the 
public health, viz., small pox, diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, yellow fever, 
typhus fever and cholera, are properly 
quarantined and isolated within 
twenty-four hours after the case is 
brought to his knowledge; and that 
after the death or recovery or removal 
of a person sick of either of the dis- 
eases mentioned, the rooms occupied 
and the articles used by the patient are 
thoroughly disinfected in the manner 
set forth in the printed instructions, 
both as to quarantine and disinfection, 
which shall be furnished him by the 
secretary of the State board of health. 
The expense of the quarantine and of 
the disinfection shall be borne by the 
householder in whose family the case 
occurs, if able, otherwise by the city, 
town or county of which he isa resi- 
dent. * * * Any person neglecting or 
refusing to comply with or in any way 
violating the rules promulgated in the 
manner above set forth on the subjects 
of quarantine and disinfection, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be fined or 
imprisoned, at the discretion of the 
court, not less than five nor more than 
fifty dollars, or less than ten nor more 
than thirty days. * * * Provided, how- 
ever, that in any city or incorporated 
town having a regularly appointed 
medical health officer who is a mem- 
ber of the county board of health, the 
duties assigned in this section to the 
county jsuperintendent of health shall 
be performed by the said medical 
health officer for the people of his city 
or town, and he shall be subject to the 
same penalties for dereliction of duty 
at the hands of the board of aldermen 
or town commissioners as are directed 
to be imposed by the county commis. 
eioners and the county board of health 
upon the superintendent: Provided, 
that the custody and care of any child 
or other person may remain in custody 
of parent or famlly. 

Sec. 10. When a householder knows 
that a person within his family is sick 
with either of the diseases enumerated 
in section nine, he shall immediately 
give notice thereof to the health officer 
or mi:yor. if he resides in a city or in- 
corporaicd town, otherwise to the 


upon the death or recovery or removal 
of such person, the rooms occupied 
and the articles used by him shall be 
disinfected by such householder in the 
manner indicated in section nine. Any 
person neglecting or refusing to com- 
ply with any of the above provisions 
shall be deemed guilty of « misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than one dollar nor more 
than fifty dollars 

Sec. 11. When a physician knows 
that a person whom he is called to visit 
is infected with shall pox, diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, typhus fever, yellow 
fever or cholera he shall immediately 
give notice thereof to the health officer 
or mayor, if the sick person be ina city 
or incorporated town, otherwise to the 
county superintendent of heath, and if 
he refuses or neglects to give such no 
tice of it in twenty four hours he shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
be fined for each offence not less than 
ten nor more than twenty five dol 
ars, * * * 

The purpose of these enactments is to 
assist every householder in preventing 
the spread of these diseases to other 
members of his own family, and toalso 
prevent his permitting their transmis- 
sion to his neighbors through ignor- 
ance, indifference or obstinacy. If I 
have acase of scarlet fever, we will 
say, in my family and fail, for any 
reason, to let it be generally known, 
and achild of my neighbor, ignorant 
of danger, comes into my house and 
contracts the disease; or, if from care- 
lessness or contrariness, or from an un- 
willingness to take a litile trouble, or 
in order to save a small expense I 
should neglect to disinfect the cloth- 
ing, toys, etc., of my little one, and hia 
playmate should take the disease from 
them (as he is more than likely to do) 
and die? In what light would the par 
ents of that child —an only one, perhaps 
—have aright to regardjme —who knew 
the danger, who knew thelaw and con- 
sequently my duty, and failed to do it? 
As unintentionally, of course, and indi 
rectly, but none the less actually, the 
cause of his death. It would be a fear- 
ful thought to carry through the years 
of the future that, owing to my indif- 
ference or negligence—for as the head 
of my household I am responsible—the 
life of one or more of my own children, 
or of my friend and neighbor, had been 
needlessly sacrificed. 

My reader, this is a very grave mat- 
ter—a matter in which is involved no 
less an issue than life and death. It is 
a thoroughly established fact that iso 
lation and disinfection will check, if 
not altogether prevent, the spread of 
infectious diseases. You are now in 
possession of a knowled of the law of 
the State which clearly and explicitly 
defines your duty in the premises, and 
the Board of Health hopes and believes 
you will doit. Will you not promptly 
notify the health officer or mayor of 
your town, or the superintendent of 
health of your county, of the occur- 
rence in your family of either of the 
contagious diseases enumerated, and 
carry out thoroughly the instructions 
for quarantine and disinfection which 
he will furnish you? In the interest 
of humanity and for the sake of a quiet 
conscience on your own part, we are 
sure you will.

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THE INITIATIVE IN SWITZER- 
LAND. 





The other day the Swiss people intro- 
duced the so called right of the Initia- 
tive into their federal constittution. This 
act marks the greatest advance in the 
direction of pure democracy which has 
yet been made by any modern nation, 
Hereafter Switzerland will become 
more and more the standard bearer in 
all reforms which make for direct and 
efficient self-government, while we of 
the greatest republic must acknowledge 
with humiliation that we have been 
completely distanced by her in the race 
for pure politics. The Initiative may 
be defined. as the right of a voter or a 
body of voters to initiate proposals for 
legislation. By virtue of the amend- 
ment, incorporation into the Federal 
Constitution of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion on the seventh of July, 1891, this 
right of the Initiative shall be applica- 
ble. ‘When fifty thousand voters de: 
mand the enactment, abolition or alter- 
ation of special articles of the federal 
constitution.” A federal law to regu- 





late the practical application of this 


principle was passed on the 
January, 1892. It is to be notic 
although the initiation is made 
only to constitutional amendm

Now, the Initiative is the necessary 
corollary of the Referendum, by mean 
of which laws framed by the represen 
tatives must be submitted to the _ 
ple for final acceptance or rejection, 
Both institutions are nedi-point, The 
referendum is a passive force; it guy, 
plies the progressive element, the - 
cess Of legislation, while the Referen. 
dum acts as a critical, Controling check 
upon the adoption of laws, 

Taken together these two institutions 
form the most perfect Contriuance go 
far devised by a free people for the 
conduct of self government They 
create a sort of political pendulum 
which oscillates in a groove strictly 
marked by the constitution. They 
produce a stead; see saw of legislation 
a continual to-and fro movement, 
which carries certain expressions of 
the public will from the people to the 
legislature, and back again to the peo: 
for their verdict. Take any question 
in the United States in which a body 
of voters is interested, but which has 
not yet entered into practical politics 
as we say. Under present circum. 
stances how can such a question be 
brought into the channels of legisla. 
tion? The most obvious method is by 
electing a representative who is pledged 
to lay a bill before the house, incorpor. 
ating the desired reform. But this is 
no easy matter, even with the backing 
of many voters, for our electoral sys. 
tem is so contrived that great numbers 
of voters are practically disfranchised 
at every election. In fact, until some 
form of proportional representation is 
adopted which shall maké every vote 
count for something, and destroy every 
attempt at gerrymandering, tho vari. 
ous groups of earnest reformers can 
hardly hope to be directly represented, 
But suppose, for an instance, that a 
representative could be elected on such 
an issue, there is no certainty that this 
bill would be even noticed, much less 
discussed, or that, if it was discussed, 
it would be prompily tabled as soon as 
the real merits became apparent. 

Two other courses lie open in this 
country—petition and bribery. Of the 
second I need only say that, though it 
may seem a perfectly natural method 
to the agents of great corporations, it 
is not likely to commend itself to those 
who are striving for clean government. 

The expedient of a petition is often 
resorted. It is at all events harmless. 
But the signatures of the sovereign 
people are rarely treated scriously by 
politicians, when attached merely to 
requests for favors and unaccompanied 
by a direct command. 

Nor must this privilege of petitiun 
be confounded with the right of the in- 
itiative, although the latter is some- 
times described as an initiative peti- 
tion for purposes of illustration. The 
ordinary right of petition is enjoyed 
by the inhabitants of every State which 
makes any pretentions whatever to po- 
litical liberty. It is merely a request, 
addressed to the authorities in power, 
by a number of more or less irrespon- 
sible persons; the authorities may or 
may not take it into consideration, as 
they sce fit. But the Initiative isa 
demand made upon the government 
by a body of voters to discuss a certain 
project, and to return it to the people 
for final approval or disapproval. The 
authorities are obliged to take into con- 
sideration, or to draw up a bill of their 
own incorporating the same principle. 

In Switzerland, therefore, the intro- 
duction into practical politics of any 
question which has attracted public 
notice is accomplished in a simple and 
direct manner.— W. D. McCracken, i” 
the Arena for April.

DRAWN BUTTER. 

Boil half a pint of milk, and stir into 
i; ag much wheat flour mixed with 
cold milk as will thicken it. Take it 
off the fire and beat in gradually three 
ounces of butter. Add a little salt. 

PUREE OF CLAMS. 

One quart of clams, two bay leaves, 
two tablespoons minced onion, one pint 
milk, one teaspoon salt, one-half salt- 
spoon pepper, ore fourth saltspoon cay- 
enne, one cup cream, two tablespoons 
buiter, two tablespoons corn starch. 

CUCUMBER SALAD. 

Take two very crisp cucumbers, peel 
and slice very thin, sprinkle with. salt 
and pounded ice, let stand ten minutes, 
drain, put ina salad bowl, sprinkle with 
minced onion and cayenne, pour over 
a plain salad dressing, and set on ice 
until very cold. 

STRAWBERRY PIE, 

Cover a pie plate with a thin layer 
of rich paste. Put ona rim, and fill 
the centre with bread crusts. Bake in 
a quick oven, and, when done, remove 
the bread and fill with strawberries 
which have been rolled in sugar. Beat 
the whites of three eggs stiff, add three 
tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, 
spread over the berries, and brown 
it slightly in the oven. Serve cold 
with cream, 

TOMATO OMELETTE, 

Six eggs, a wineglass of flour, four 
ripe tomatoes, pepper and salt. to the) 
taste, milk sufficient to mix the flour 
smoothly. Beat the eggs very light, 
stir in the mixed milk and flour, peel 
and chop the tomatoes and add with 
the pepper and salt. Have a pan with 
some hot butter, pour in the mixture 
and iry it. When done it may be 
lapped half over or not, according to 
the fancy. Do not turn it, 

GLACE FROSTING. 

Put half a cupful of sugar and three 
tablespoonfuls of water in a small 
saucepan. Stir over the fire until the 
Sugar is nearly melted. Take the 
spoon from the pan before the sugar 
teally begins to boil, because it would 
spoil the icing if the syrup were stirred 
after it begins to boil. After boiling 
gently for four minutes, add half a 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract, but do 
hot stir; then set away to cool. When 
the syrup is about blood warm, beat it 
With a wooden spoon until thick and 
White.

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TWENTY THOUSAND PEOPLE IN 
A CRATER. 


Thirty miles from the city of Kuma- 
mota, Japan, is the volcano Asa San, 
This volcano has the largest crater in 
the world. It is more than thirty 
miles in circumference, and peopled by 
20,000 inhabitants. Think of walking 
for miles among fertile farms and pros- 
perous villages, peering into school 
house windows and sacred shrines well 
within the shell of an old-time crater, 
whose walls rise 800 feet all about you. 
It givesoneaqueer feeling. Hot springs 
abound everywhere. In one place I 
saw the brick-red hot water utilized to 
turn {a rice mill, The inner crater is 
nearly half a milein dismeter, and a 
steady column of roariug steam pours 
out of it. 

The last serious eruption was in 1884, 
when immense quantities of black ashes 
and dust were ejected and carried by 
the wind as far as Kumamota, where 
for three days it was so dark that arti- 
ficial light had to be used. But what 
interested me most was to learn that 
out of that old-time crater had come 
not only a stream of pure water and 
many kinds of farm products, but 
young men who, seeking a wider school 
and home than the mouth of a vigor- 
ous volcano, had found their way to 
Kumamota Kyoto and America, and 
were now foremost among the Chris- 
tian educators and preachers of Japan. 
The pulpit orator of Osaka, the prin- 


cipal of an English school at Kuma 
mota, who is a graduate of Andover, 
and one of the Doshisha professors at 
Kyoto, a New Haven graduate, all came 
from that valley of death.—Spring/ield,

BRETHREN, TAKE NOTICE. 

The brethren will please bear in mind 
that in my official capacity as State 
Business Agent, lam acting directly 
under the instruction of the State 
Executive Committee, Their instruc- 
tions are that I shall ‘‘fill orders only 
when cash tothe full amount of the 
bill accompanies each order, except in 
cases of County and Sub-Business 
Agents who have filed in my officea 
justified legal bond for double the 
amount expected to be due at any one 
times, in which latter case thirty days’ 
from date of bill will be allowed in 
which to make remittance for same. 

Now it frequently happens that some 
good brother, not being informed as to 
this ruling of the Executive Commit- 
tee, will ask us to ship goods and he 
‘‘ will pay for same on receipt of bill,” 
or ‘‘ when goods arrive.” 
Sometimes we are asked to ship ‘‘C. 
O. D.,” or with *‘ sight draft bill lading 
attached.” We do not like to be placed 
in the attitude of refusing, but in either 
of the above cases we are compelled to 
doso. Wehave had a little experience 
in shipping ‘‘collect,” and in nearly 
every case it has been unpleasant and 
unsatisfactory, some times goods lying 
at their destination for weeks before 
proper collection and remittance is 
ee thus causing dissatisfaction all 
around. We feel sure that any brother 
who will give this matter a moment’s 
thought will not ask us to violate a 





standing rule of the Alliance. You 


will see also that it is better to have a 
uniform plan for everybody. 

It is always preferable to have your 
orders come through your regular 
bonded Business Agent, but if you wish 
to send them direct, please accompany 
each order with cash sufficient to cover 
the bill. Any balance will be placed 
to your credit, or returned to you as 
you may direct.

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HOW TO PREVENT FIRES. 

Mr. Epitor:—Allow me to call your 
attention to the great losses of life and 
property caused by fires throughout 
the United States. The Hon. Edward 
Atkinson recently stated th it ‘‘the fire 
losses of the present year are likely to 
reach $150,000,000. The cost of sus- 
taining insurance companies will not 
be less than $65,000,000. The cost of 
fire departments cannot be less than 

$35,000,000.” I am not aware of any 
statistics that give the number of lives 
lost by fire, but I think that thousands 
of lives are probably lost annually in 
this manner. 

Ieseems to me that there must be 
remedies which, if rightly applied, will 
tend to largely decrease this destruc- 
tion of life and property. Believing 
this, I submit to you suggestions which 
might, perhaps, if carried out, prove 
beneficial to the entire community. 

I suggest that in one or more of the 
large cities there be established a col- 
lege of instruction having for its object 
the teaching of the most scientific 
methods for the prevention and extin- 
guishment of fires. 

In such a college a course of instruc- 
tion should be devoted to that which 
relates to the prevention of fires and 
the best methods and materials of con 
struction of fireproof buildings. Par- 
ticular attention should be given to the 
study of fire escapes and methods and 
appliances for removing persons from 
burning buildings. Then the student 
should be informed as to the best ap 
paratus to be placed in the buildings 
and used before the engines arrive. 
Students should be taught the chemis- 
try of fires ard how to scientifically 
fight conflagrations. Instruction should 
also be given in explosives and in the 
proper methods of blowing up build- 
ings, and inevery way students taught 
so that they may be competent to serve 
as heads of fire departments and in- 
struct subordinates. P 

Such a college should be conducted 
under discipline similar to West Point, 
and all fire departments should be 
semi-military in this character. I am 
of the opinion that firemen should be 
enlisted in the service for a term of 
years ina similar manner as men are 
enlisted in the army, and in event of 
disability or death the city should pro- 
vide pensions, in like manner as pen- 

4sions are now granted by the govern 
ment for military services. 

Perhaps no city is better adapted for 
the location of such a college than the 
city of Boston—furnishing as it does so 

. many large fires—as object lessons; 
but perhaps until such a college is 
established and is prepared to furnish 
graduates, the army would supply the 
best chiefs of fire departments. 

There are also men in civil life who 
during the war had similar experiences 
to that of officers in the regular army 
and have commanded large bodies of 
men in action; and it is precisely those 
qualities which make the efficient sol. 
dier, that mal e the successful fireman. 
In times of great confiagration, cour- 

_ age, coolness and discipline are essen- 
tial, as well as the babit of thinking 
and acting quickly. All these things 
arecommon military virtues, and they 
should be utilized in civil life, 

Perhaps the most striking example 
of the value of army training in civil 
affairs is shown by the appointment of 

pfficers of the regular army to take 
charge of the buildings and grounds 
of the World’s Columbian Exposition. 
These army officers know nothing nor 
care nothing of the politics or ‘“‘pull” 
of applicants who desire to serve in the 
guard. It is simply a question of a 
man's abilities and efficiency, and the 
man appointed are taught, as regular 
soldiers are taught, obedience and fidel 
ity to duty. 

It may be pertinent to say in this 
connection that foreign exhibitors were 
unwilling to send their costly products 
until they received the assurance that 
the Guard would be efficient and would 
be commanded by officers of the army. 

It would be anvantageous if the Sen- 
ate was to pass a resolution empower- 
ing the Secretary of War to detail to 
any of the large cities of the United 
States an army officer qualified to take 
charge of the fire departments, on the 
same principle that army officers are 
now detailed as instructors in colleges. 

Hon, Edward Atkinson at a recent 
hearing before the Boston city council 
committee stated that the total fire tax 
upon the people annually was, approxi- 
mately, $250,000,000. This is the esti 
mated amount lost by farmers annual- 
ly by bad roads. I was impressed by 
the figures, because at the 12th annual 
session of the National Farmers’ Con- 
gress, held at Linculn, Neb,, November 

22-24, 1892, the Hon. John M. Stahl, in 
a paper on Highway Transportation 
stated that economical road ,improve. 
ment would save $260,000,000 per year 
in the transportation of farm products 
alone. 

In conclusion let me add that two of 
the greatest economic questions now 
before the people of the United States 
are, highway betterment and the pre- 
vention of destructive conflagrations. 


Will you not call your readers’ atten- 
tion to this important subject? It is 
by agitation through the newspapers 
that great reforms are effected.

Gov. Elias Carr hasagain been heard 
from. He writes an article of great 
length, upon the South, which appears 
in the Baltimore News. He says of 
North Carolina: 

“The laws of the State are enacted 
and enforced impartially, without dis- 
tinction as to class or color; and the 
right of every citizen to vote as he 
pleases, and the duty of every citizen 
to protect the purity of the ballot is 
fully recognized. This truth was well 
illustrated by the fact that in the last 
election of State officers the negroes 
employed on my plantation voted at 
the same precinct as myself, some of 
them voted for me, and some against 
me, the latter feel in every way secure, 
both as to employment on my farm, 
and as to their privileges as citizens.” 


Gov. Carrlivesin Edgecombe county. 
In none of the eastern counties were 
the frauds more pronounced. Several 
hundred tickets were thrown out by 
the election officers. Perhaps the ne- 
goes voted, but the Democratic poll- 
holders ‘‘counted” the vote, that is, the 
part of it that they did not reject. 

Let us view the election figures: In 
1888 Harrison received in Edgecombe 
county 2,545 votes and Cleveland 1,331 
In 1891 Harrison’s vote dwindled down 
to 986, a loss of 1,556; and Cleveland’s 
increased to 1,702, while Weaver re 
ceived only 613 according to their 
count. The total vote for President in 
1892 was 572 less than in 1888. What 
became of the lost vote? It is charged 
that several hundred counterfeit Re- 
publican tickets for President and Gov- 
ernor were thrown out by the election 
officers in Edgecombe county. In this 
way the ‘‘purity of the ballot was 
recognized” in the Governor's own 
county. Did he know how this was 
done and by whom it was accomplished? 
Were any Democratic tickets thrown 
out by the poll-holders? Itis notorious 
that the People’s party had no poll- 
holders in Edgecombe county. The 
Democratic county commissioners re- 
fused to appoint them, and the Demo- 
crats had full control of the polls, as 
usual. 

We take the figures as given above 
from the World Almanac, They are 
worthy of carefulecrutiny. No thought- 
ful, honest man will deny that they 
refute Fovernor Carr’s claim that the 
laws of North Carolina are ‘‘enacted 
and enforced impartially.” His excel- 
lency must have wielded a wonderful 
influence to have made so great a 
change for votes—or he has told a 
whopper. It pains us to have to say 
this of the’ Governor of North Carolina. 
It may also pain Rev. Dr, T. B. Kings- 
bury, LL. D., to read these facts, as he 
has very recently claimed to be op- 
posed to the fraudulent practices of 
the Democrats. But although it may 
lacerate the feelings of such pious old 
frauds as Dr. Kingsbury, it is our duty 
to turn on the light, and expose the 
rottenness of the Democracy in the 
late elcction and the vain attempts to 
hide it from Governor down.—Golds.

DEMANDS ADOPTED 


By the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial 
Union at Memphis, Tenn, Nov. 15. 


Kinance—We demand a _ national 
currency, safe, sound and flexible, 
issued by the government only, a full 
legal tender for all debts, public or 
pesate, and that without the use of 

ankng corporations; a just, equitable 
and efficient means of distributing 
direct to the people at a tax not to ex- 
ceed 2 per cent. as set forth by the 
Sub-Treasury plan or some better sys 
tem; also, by payments in discharge of 
its obligations and for public improve- 
ments. 

a, We demand the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the legal 
ratio of 16 to 1, 

b. We demand that the amount of 
the circulating medium be increased to 
at least $50 per capita exclusive of legal 
reserves, 

c. We demand a graduated income 
tax. 

d, That our national legislation shall 
be so framed in the future as not to 
build up one industry at the expense of 
another. 

e. We believe that the money of the 
country should be kept as much as 

ossible in the hands of the people and 
nence we demand that all national and 
State revenue shall be limitea to the 
necessary expenses of the government, 
economically and honestly adminis- 
tered. 

f. We demand that postal savings 
banks be established by the govern- 
ment for the safe deposit of the earn- 
ings of the people and to facilitate ex- 
changes. 

Land—The land, including all the 

natural resources of wealth, is the 
neritage of all the people and should 
hot be monopolized for speculative pur- 
poses and alien ownership of land 
should be prohibited. All lands now 
held by railroads and other corpora- 
tions in excess of their actual needs 
and lands now owned by aliens, should 
now be reclaimed by the government 
and sold for actual settlers only. 
_ Transportation—Transportation _ be- 
ing a means of exchange and a public 
necessity, the government should own 
and operate the railroads in the in- 
terest of the people. ' 

a. The telegraph and telephone, like 
the postoftice system, being a necessity 
for the transmission of intelligence, 
should be owned and operated by the 
goverment in the interest of the peo- 
ple.
